XURUSU  states: 

(1)  - -According  to  the  views  hold  by  Ambassador  NOMURA 

and  myself,  although  the  President  maintains  caln 
attitude  outwardly,  we  feel  that  tho  President  possesses 
keen  desire  to  conclude  tho  U.S. -Japanese  negotiation. 

New,  that  just  because  the  other  o  .rty  docs  not  take  in 
whole-heartedly  "ur  proposal  there  is  no  reason  fer  an 
immediate  conjecture  that  it  is  a  willingly-delayed  policy. 
Moreover  it  is  most  important  at  this  tine  not  tr  resort 

to  actions  that  culd  not  be  amended  afterwards . 

(2)  - Through  the  establishment  of  the  Revised  Neutrality 

Lav,  etc.,  the  U.S.  interests  "ore  all  the  more  focused  to 
tho  Atlantic,  .and  therefore,  although  they  arc  affirming 
preparations  .and  determination  to  fight  Japan  if  compelled 
to,  it  seems  that  thv.y  are  soaking  if  possible  to  maintain 
security  in  their  back  front  by  negotiating  with  our  country. 

In  both  of  our  interviews,  with  the  President  on  the  17th 

'.nd  with  HULL  c.n  the  18th,  much  emphasis  was  placed  on  the 
question  of  the  Tri-Partito  treaty.  Tho  reason fbr  their 
giving  more  f' rce  to  their  assertion  than  is  usual  could 
be  attributed  chiefly  to  the  consideration  given  therein. 

That  is,  as  an  assumption  to  U.S. -Japanese  compromise,  the 
U.S.  Government  shall  give  the  American  public  in  general, 
the  impression  of  Japanese— Gorman  estrangement.  To  do  this, 
it  is  desired  that  utiliz:  tion  bo  made  regarding  U.S.- 
Japancso  joint  declarator.  concerning  non-discrimination 
in  trade,  or  to  lot  Japan  participate  in  the  agreement 
regarding  tho  sane  question  now  being  negotiated  between 
the  U.S.  and  Britain,  or  to  utilize  messages  manifesting 
peaceful  aims  <.n  the  part  cf  JAPAN  as  suggested  by  the  Secretary 
cf  State  HULL  in  our  interview  of  the  18th. 
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(2) - An  acute  change  in  the  present  state*  of  Japanose- 

Gcrnr.n  relations  is,  cf  course,  an  inpossibility,  and  in 
view  cf  the  aforementioned  c  nuitions,  I  boliovo  it  is  most 
inportant  f^r  c'ur  country  to  give  the  United  States  suffi¬ 
cient  security  possible  so  that  thoj'  cculd.  all  the  norc 
concentrate  dooply  to  the  Atlantic,  thereby  enabling  us  to 
occupy  favourable  positions  in  the  international  situation 
that  is  t~  arrive  after  the  vnr,  not  Mentioning  cur  full 
scale  execution  of  the  present  Sino-Jnpancsc  hostilities. 

(Part  2)  In  regard  to  the  question  of  whether  the  U.S.  and 
Britain  will,  or  will  not  turn  the  point  of  their  swords 
to  us  after  the  present  war  and  start  suppressing  us,  I 
stated  this  at  the  conference  on  the  17th  pointing  out  the 
bitter  experience  our  country  underwent  during  after  the 
last  ’7c rid  v’ar  (I)  and  bluntly  explained  the  suspicion 
embraced  by  a  grrun  of  our  people  toward  tho  Anglo-Americans . 

To  this,  tho  President  unhcsit-ntly  replied  that  the  now 
r.grocncnt  also  covers  such  points.  (Cover  it  all). 

(4)— -—In  view  of  tho  present  state  of  affairs  in  our 
country’s  internal  situation,  I  believe  there  are  various 
difficulties  to  bo  net  before  being  able  to  attain  sene 
Measures  along  the  lines  desired  by  the  United  States.  For 
tho  tine  being,  as  a  link  tc  fill  the  lapse  in  time,  it  is 
nost  desirous  that  a  tine  Unit  be  sot  in  regard  to  Anerican- 
Japanese  negotiation  and  to  pave  a  way  through  this  con¬ 
fronting  situation,  I  think  that  it  is  necessary  to  ask  for 
an  assurance  to  inport  a  set  ouantity  of  petroleum  and  also 
the  rescinding  of  freezing  orders.  In  ny  interview  of  the 
18th,  I  together  with  Ambassador  NOKUBA  suggested  a  return 
tc  tho  condition  prior  to  24  July.  As  an  equivalent  to 
this,  I  think  that  the  U.S.  night  not  consent  with  only  °ur 
B  proposal  stipulating  tho  ncn-advanconont  of  our  e.rnod 
forces  outside  French  Indc -China,  and  our  testimony  given 
vague  in  condition  regarding  evacuation  of  treeps  from  French 
Ind^-China.  as  evidenced  by  cur  past  negotiation.  I  suggest 
that  at  this  tiro,  you  will  sh°v;  in  advance,  some  degree  of 
sincerity  such  as  tc  commence  evacuation  of  troops  from 
Southern  French  Indc-China. 

No\7,  as  there  is  the  ouesticn  ^f  your  instructed  time  limit, 

I  w^uld  like,  if  possible,  to  effect  immediate  disposal  cf 

the  natter  while  tho  President  is  still  in  shingten,  which
